The Cincincis Pear. 


Having tested the Cincincis pear for 
the past six years along with the LeConte, 
Kieffer and Garber, to which class it be- 
longs, I submit the following report: 

In growth and general appearance the 
Cineincis more closely resembles the Le- 
Conte than any of the other varieties 
mentioned above, but is more robust and 
vigorous and the foliage is of a darker 
green than the LeConte. The fruit is 
much the shape of the LeConte, but larger 
in. size. Its time of ripening is about 
that of the Kieffer or a little later. It has 
better keeping and shipping qualities 
than any of the other orientals. In qual- 
ity of fruit I place it at the head of the 
list. It has a decided acid flavor, cuoks 
quicker and makes a fine sauce. If 
picked when matured and stored away in a 
dark, cool place it ripens in from four to 
six weeks into a rich golden yellow, be- 
comes quite mellow and tastes so much 
like an apple that if eaten in the dark no 
one would take it for a pear. 

I understand the Cincincis was brought 
to this State from Illinois by its origi- 
nator. I do not think it ever fruited in 
Illinois. I find it grows more readily 
from cuttings than LeConte.

I think the originator of Cincincis lives 
near Fruitland Park, Fla., but I do not 
know his name. I understand it is 
planted quite extensively in that section. 

The Cincincis succeeds much farther 
south than any other, comes into bearing 
at about five years old and is enormously 
productive. 

I have had only two years experience 
with the blight, and during that time I 
have lost fully 50 per cent of my LeConte 
and Kieffer trees with this dread disease, 
while the Cincincis, scattered among 
them, its limbs almost touching the dying 
trees, has not shown so much as a single 
blighted leaf. 

I believe any one wishing to plant pear 
trees, either for home use or for market, 
can plant the Cincincis with perfect 
confidence that it is the best pear for the 
South.

Chestnuts as Food. 


Many chestnuts are superior to potatoes 
for food. There is as much azote matter 
in a kilogram of chestnuts, when the ker- 
nel contains 50 per cent. of water, as in 
half a kilogram of bread. When dry it 
has at least four times as much sweet and 
feculous matter as the best kind of a 
potato. 

In many of the provinces of France 
chestnuts annually contribute a large part 
of the public food. 

A doctor from Pietra Santa says that 
the chesnut groves during a large part of 
the year yield the principal nourishment 
to the poor of Cevennes, Limousin, and 
the Corse. Cakes are made from chestnut 
flour which will last a long time. 

By mixing the flour in a little salted 
water a bouillon is made which is very 
agreeable, especially if a little fresh milk 
is added to it. It was the polenta, a favor- 
ite food of the agricultural population 
of the ancient duchies of Lucques and 
Modene. These people never ate meat 
nor drank wine, and they worked from 
ten to twelve hours a day; they often 
lived in close huts, and yet enjoyed per- 
fect health and great muscular strength. 

The principal value of the chestnut is 
its easy digestibility over all other flours, 
especially when boiled or baked.—Trans- 
lated by Sarah D, Lanning from La 
Semaine Horticole.

Orders for 50 and 
not over 300 trees, if for not less than 10 ofa 
variety, will be charged at the rate per hundred. 
orders requiring 300 trees or more, and not less 
than 10 of a variety. will be filed at the lowest 
quoted prices. Orders for less than 10 trees of 
one variety, will be charged at the rate per ten. 


SEason.—Our packing and shipping season 
begins by the 20th of September, and continues 
until about the first of March. : : 

We have great advantages to offer here in 
early shipments for the North in Spring. We 
do not accept orders for trees we do not grow, as 
we never buy trees to sell again. You can de- 
pend upon us for fresh dug trees. Each order 
is taken up separately, and not until it is 
wanted for shipment. 


SHIPPING DrRECTIONS.—We respectfully beg 
our patrons to furnish us with explicit direc- 
tions as to shipping, and the mode of conveyance 
by which they desire trees forwarded.

lower, during the season, the prices ruling at 
the pane the order is made, are expected to 
stand. 


Forms oF PAYMENT.—AII bills are payable at 
the office of the seller, and remittances should 
be made by drafts on New York, Chicago or St, 
Louis, or by money orders on some Express 
Company, or by postal orders.

If 5 feet trees 
are wanted, the 5 to 6 feet grade must be ordered, 

GUARANTEE OF GENUINENESS.—While we ex- 
ercise the greatest diligence and care to have all 
our Trees, etc., true to label, and hold ourselves 
in readiness, on proper proof, to replace all trees 
etc., that may prove untrue to label, free of 
charge, or refund the amount paid, it is mutu- 
ally understood and agreed to, between the pur- 
chaser and ourselves, that our guarantee of gen- 
uineness shall in no case make us liable for any 
sum greater than that originally received for 
said trees, etc., that shall prove untrue, 

AOCEPTANCE.—Notice should be sent us by tel- 
egraph, at our expense, if there is any cause of 
complaint,or should the trees be refused, stating 
reasons, (Claims for deduction, from whatever 
cause, will receive consideration only when made 
promptly upon the receipt of the trees. If trees 
show any signs of shrivelling upon arrival, they 
can usually be restored by being thorough] 
watered and buried entirely under the groun 
Should there be any frost 
in the trees upon arrival, they should not be 
removed from the box until the frost is all out, 
The box should be placed in the cellar or pro- 
tected in some other way. The presence of 
frost in the boxes is not to be cousidered an 
evidence of bad condition, 98 we pack to 
secure the trees against damage, if the frost 
is allowed to come out in the natural way, 
Goods will be considered accepted if removed 
from the boxes in which they are packed, with- 
out notice of complaint tous and without our 
orders for their disposition.
